Ueneral Constitution, 
NAME. 
First. The twine of this association sliall be th« sistbrb* boci- 

XTT FOR CHRISTIAN KNUKAVOR. 

PRINCIPAL CENTER. 
Second, Tbfc association shall have its chief oenter and prin- 
cipal Vusiueae transacted at Ashland, Ohio. 
OBJECT. 
Third. The purposes (or which said society U formed la to pro- 
mote Christian Education .Spiritual urowth and General Mission 
and|cburch Work, recoiinliingtheNew Testament only as a rule 
of faith and religious discipline and trine Immersion an Christian 
baptism, and for these purpooes to acquire and convejr property 
and exercise tbe powers of a bod y corporate. 

DEBTS AND ENCUMBRANCES. 
Bmrth. The Trustees shall create no debts nor encumber any 
property of tbe society. 

* TRUSTEES. 
Fifth. The Board of Trustees shall consist of four sisters aud 
two brothers, honorary members. 

ELECTIONS. 
Sixth. One trustee shall be elected annually by the general 
board, attd continue in office six years. 

GENERAL BOARD. 
Seventh. The general board sball be composed of the preside nt* 
of state boards. 

STATE BOARDS. 

JEiflilJfc. Tbe State boards shall be composed of the presidents 
of the branches, and may be organized when three branch ea exist 

in a State. 

BRANCHES. 

Ninth. Five or more sisters desiring to for pa a branch BOciety 
sball apply for a charter to the president ot the trustees. U|>oo 
receipt thereof they shall organize and adopt by-laws not contrary 
to this constitution. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Tenth. Women who have their names entered upon tbe record 
of the branch society and pay the membership fee of one dollar 
per year, with the privilege of free-will offering sball have the 
right to active membeiahlp. Young people under the age of fif- 
teen may be admitted at forty cents per year. Men paying one 
dollar each, annually, become honorary members. 
REMITTANCES. 

Eleventh. Branch societies may retain one half of the member- 
ship fees for local purposes, and one- fourth shall be remitted to 
the treasurer of the state board, and one-fourth to the treasurer 
of the general board. When no State board ex lata, one -half shall 
be remitted to the treasurer of the general board. 
AMENDMENTS. 

Tuflfilt. This enmtitat i'1-i hmv be amended by a two-thirds 
vote of all the branch societiea, except tbe first four sections, 
which comprise the article* of Incorporation. 


9. At the tirst regular meeting after her election ttie President 
shall appoint three standing committees: an executive) committee, 
of which the Vice President shall be chairman ; a committee on 
solicitation, of which the Treasurer shall be c h ai r man ; a com- 
mittee on program, of which the President, ex officio, shall be 
chairman. 

10. tt shall be the dnty or tbe Executive Committee to provide 
for place of meeting ; see to ornamenting, heating and lighting 
the ball ; transact other business that may be referred to it. 

11 . It shall be tbe duty of the Soliciting Committee to present 
the object and purposes of this society, personally, to all members 
of the congregation, requesting them to become active or honorary 
members ; solicit and collect subscriptions for the EvA»s*t,wr 
and other publications, by which the mem hers mav become ac- 
quainted with the general working of this association. 

It. It shall be tbe duty of the Committee on Program to pie- 
pare a specialty for each meeting, that tbe society be kept aetive, 
earnest, energetic. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

13. Special meetings, when duty demands, may be called by 
the President. 

14. Business can be transacted at any regular meeting. 
16. Delinquency In office shall be duly filled. 
IB. The majority shall be vested with the whole power, If Kit- 
ing In accordance with the original principles of the compact. 

IT. This society shall be governed by the Golden Rule. 

18. The New Testament shall be recognized aa Its only creed. 

19. Tbe Bible shall be considered as tbe highest standard of 

morality. 

AMENDMENTS. 
30. Any one of these By-Laws may be altered or amended, not 
contrary to tbe Constitution, at any regular meeting of this socie- 
ty, a month 'a notice of such alterations or amendments having 
been given. 

I instructions. 

After a charter has been obtained, the charter members shall 
provide a record, aud copy the charter Into It and then enter their 
names. Then the charter membera shall elect a president, secre- 
tary and treasurer, and adopt by-laws for their government. For 
the convenience of branch societies, a code la herewith printed. 

Work should usually be done through committees, and they 
may be created at will, as the work to be done may require. 
Special committees may be appointed, on temperance, on social 
ouritv, visiting the sick, tbe poor, bringing children into the Lord s 
day school, modesty in dreae, elo. The work of the society is not 
circumscribed.

By-Laws for Branch Societies. 

OFFICER'S, 
1. One President, one Vice President, a Secretary and a Treas- 
urer, elected annually, shall constitute the executors for tbe ad- 
min let ration of all affairB pertaining to this branch. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
•_'. President. It shall be the duty of the President to nreslde at 
all meetinga of this organization ; supervise its general word ; de 
vise plana for Its advancement ; contrive ways by which its funds 
may be increased; secure literary intelligence ; superintend public 
meetings for prajer, conference and praise ; bring todiscusslon all 
moral aud religious questions agitating the association in general; 
present information, advice and Instruction given by the members 
of the Sisters' Boards for Christian Endeavor ; control annual 
eleetlon of officers at the regular meeting of this society before the 
tlrst day of October. 

8. Vice President, it shall be the duty of the Vice President to 
aasiat tbe President J carefully perform all the duties of this offi- 
cial. 

4. Secretary. It shall be the duty of tbe Secretary to keep a neat 
and accurate journal of all meetings ; file all reports ; conduct cor- 
respondence ; make annual reports to tbe State Sec'y of the 
Board. 

G. Treasurer. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to superin- 
tend the collection of dues ; keep a clear and correct account be- 
tween the society and its members; hold all funds committed to 
her, subject to the will of the society, pay bills and cash orders 
with the signatures of the President and secretary : read at each 
regular meeting the amounts of all mooeya taken In and paid out 
by her; remit semi-annually, or oftener, at the pleasure of the 
society, all money designated for that purpose directly to the 
Treasurers of the Boards ; present their receipts in the first session 
after reception ; at tbe last meeting of her official term make a full 
report of all receipts and expenditures, and tin mediately deliver to 
her successor In ollloe all funds and books of the society In her pos- 
session, taxing receipts for the same. 
FEES. 
». Each adult member shall pay Into the treasury of this society 
tbe sum of one dollar per year, semi-annual installments in ad- 
vance j one-half of which may be retained to promote its interests 
and purpose* ; one-fourth shall be remitted to the State Treasurer 
of the Sisters' Board for Christian Endeavor to-be used in state mis- 
sions ; one-fourth shall be remitted to the Treasurer of the Gen- 
eral Board to be appropriated to tbe organisation and progress of 
these societiea, home aud forelgh mission, and defraying the ex- 
penses of a general evangelist to be sent to places where there are 
no organized churches, or where they are too weak to bear neces- 
sary expenses. 

MEETINGS. 

r. This society shall bold Its regular meetings once a month, or 
oftener if desired, looking to tile moral, intellectual and spiritual 
growth of Its members ; pay their dues to the Treasurer ; read re- 
ports J be permitted to make free-will offerings I graciously re- 
ceive new members ; confer together concerning the work ; exe- 
cute plans by which money may be obtained ; receive and Impart 
Instructions ; distribute literature ; discuss subjects and methods 
presented by the officers aud members of the Board ; look to God 
In Thanksgiving and supplication.
